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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . According to amendment filed on Oct. 22, 2003, the applicants have amended 
claims 1, 4-12, 22, 24 and 25. 

2. Claims 1-14, 18-20 and 22-25 are now pending in the application.

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance:
